living Costs 
Drop Sharply 
Index Shows 


Lower Food Prices 
Mainly Responsible; 
Decline . 4 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON. March 26 
— 
The government announced today 
the sharpest drop in the cost of 
living for any single month in the 
past year. Ix iwor food prices were 
mainly responsib le. 
The consumer price index , m eas­ 
uring price changes in food, cloth­ 
ing, 
housing, 
medical 
care 
and 
hundreds of other items, declined 
four-tenths of 
1 per cent b etween 
m id-January and mid-Feb ruary. 
The index on Feb . 1.5 was 113 4 
per cent of the 1947-1949 average, 
ex actly the sam e as last June. 
The index rose to a record high 
last August, eased off in Septem­ 
b er and Octob er, duplicated the 
August high in Novemb er and then 
dropped, counting today’s report, 
for three straight months.

F"or tne announcement 
of a price decrease does not nec­ 
essarily mean that all companies 
will follow- suit, though som e of 
them may do so. This would not 
be the first time that a price re­ 
duction by one manufacturer has 
been met with the statement by 
other.* that its own products were 
already low enough or m line with 
the market. 
Higher Prices Not Inevitable 
The sig nificance of the Chrysler 
action is that the public generally 
has been asked to beHcve. ever 
since price ( ontrols were imposed 
a decade or more ago. that re­ 
moval of restru-tions on prv-e or 
output noeessarily leads tn higher 
prices to the consumer. Again and 
ag ain the Democratic admini.*tra-

consumer by a concerted arrang e­ 
ment of competitors to fix p n cçs. 
Unfortunately, there are monopo­ 
listic factors that are not covered 
by law. 
Thus, a nation-wide bar­ 
gaining instrument in the form of 
a big labor union nowadays can, in 
effect, fix the price of important 
pi-nduc-ts by fixing the labor costs. 
Tlic larger companies can absorb 
the extra expense, but the sm aller 
ones often cannot. 
Yet they ar® 
expected- to pay the sam e rales of 
wag es as the big g er fellows. This

in 
forcing 
smaller

panies to beg the larger ones to 
take them over, and that’s one way 
competition is cut dowm.

Some Support Slate Monopoly 
The argument for the capitalist!® 
.« system 
namely , that it produce! 
goods at low cost to the consumer, 
pays high wag es, and g ives individ­ 
ual initiative a chance lo be re­ 
warded — is bitterly attacked not 
only 
by 
Uommunists

and 
abroad but by radicals In America 
and Socialists in Britain who argu® 
that a state monopoly is more de­ 
sirable than a privately owned iy a- 
tem. 
The effort to bring about a sy» * 
tem of public ownership of rertai® 
industries, which has suceeeded In

America, too. Indeed a movem ent 
to take over the steel industry hat 
had support inside the D e m o cr ats 
administration from officials who 
threatened that unless the steel 
companies increased their plants, 
they mig ht find the g overnment do­ 
ing it for them.

The revolt Is probably unfair to psychiatrists and 


educators with a aim ilar viewpoint 
few if any of 


them are opposed to discipline. 
There I* no reason 


why a child cannot have good manners, respect prop­ 
erty $nd other peoples rights, and still uc all the 
"attention, acceptance and affection" he needs. 
A ct­ 


ually the two are complementary. 
Affection and dis­ 


cipline both contribute to a child * sense of security. 
Affection without discipline I* as bad a> discipline 
without affection. 


There was a time when some psychiatrists and 


educators put all the stress on affection 
A genera­ 


tion or two ago. m any parents and teachers were un­ 
necessarily severe 
They had the foolish idea that 


too much affection ‘’spoiled" a child. 


Child experts were not always aware of hov im ­ 


portant discipline is to a child’s sense of security, but 
they were right in concluding that most children got 
too much discipline and too little affection. 
So they 


threw their weight on the other side. 


Today, a balance I* being struck 
Children know 


they need guidance, and sometimes punishment 


But affection Is still the primary need 
for adults 


as well as for children. 
The child 
or the adult 
who 


is loved, wanted and respected will rarely nerd harsh 
treatm ent to keep him in line.

Greeks Rebuilt Merchant Fleet With Cheap American Liberty Ships; Wealthy 


Greek Shipowners Now Haul Contraband To Countries Behind Iron Curtain 


W ASHINGTON — In May 1951, 


nearly two years ago, this column 


lev ca led that certain greedy Greek 


shqxtwners who bought American 


Liberty ships on a shoestring, sail­ 


ed them under a dozen different 


flags to escape taxes, then repaid 
Ameican 
generosity 
by 
hauling 
contraband goods to our enemies 
i»ehind the iron curtain. This is 
the same Greece which the U S A. 
supported to the tune of over a 
billion dollars in cider to block 
communism. 
Reason this country 
sold 
the 
ships at knockdown prices was to 
help the struggling Greeks rebuild 
their merchant fleet and restore 
their war-wrecked economy. 
In­ 
stead, the highhanded 
Tsaldan* 
government turned the ships over 
to a few private friends who Jive d 
in the St 
Montz Hotel in New 
York, paid practically no Greek 
taxi s, and transferred most of the 


ships to Panamanian and Hondur­ 


an flags. 
These 
money-minded 
Greeks 


then proceeded to grow fat and 


wealthy on the postwar boom and 
forbidden trade with the enemy, 


They 
parlayed 
their 
shiKPStrmg 
fleet into one of the world's la n ­ 
es!, and lived like potentates rn 
New York. London 
and 
Bueno* 
Anes. 
Probably the largest Greek ship­ 
owner to become a postwar mil­ 
lionaire at Uncle Sam ’s expense is 
StarvTos G. Livanos. This column 
revealed on May 14, 1951, how he 
finagled enough certificates from 
the Creek government to buy 12 
bargain-rate Liberty ships by mak­ 
ing a paltry down-pavment of S21.-

I was arguing with an editor 
about the Bohlen nomination and 
we both stopped short as we came 
up with the central trouble of per­ 
sonnel in a free society. 
Men like 
{Stalin or Hitler never are involved 
w ith such problems: they make the 
decisions and then try to find the 
men to carry them out. 
lf a man 
fails, he might get killed for the 
failure. 
In a free society, evervthing is 
achieved bv the compromises which 
are inevitable in the pursuit of a 
meeting of the minds among many 
on a team, or on a group of teams, 
or even with the opposition. 
This 
is what we are now experiencing 
in Washington, with the ariled fea­ 
ture that the emphasis is on group 
decisions. 
All sorts of advisory 
committees seem to be organized 
for the purpo'e of analyzing data 
and advising the President. 


Part of this function is the 


proper authority of Congress 
under the Constitution; the re­ 
sponsibility for derision rests 
solely on the President, no mat­ 
ter who advises him. 
Yet. the 


tendency to find a meeting of 
the minds is so marked that 
General 
Eisenhower 
may 
go 


down in American history as 
"The Great Compromiser." just 
as Lincoln has come down is 
"the Great Emancipator." 


Perhaps because the Republicans 
have so narrow a majority in both 
the Senate and the House, the ad­ 
minstration tends to seek com- 
promses with the Democrats to 
avoid an actual defeat on a meas­ 
ure. 
particularly 
in 
the Senate 
where the shift of two votes could 
defeat any Republican proposal. 
For instance, the Republican par­ 
ty has been denouncing the Inhum­ 
anity of Yalta for eight years.

time. 
Another Livanos ship, the Alex­ 
ander Wilson, renamed the Aifios, 
also entered Dairen in June 1951, 
and again in September 1951, while 
it was under $280,500 mortgage to 
the United States. Still another, 
the Jam es Ives, rechristened the 
Axios, not only stopped

at 
Dairen in March 1951, but actually 
delivered war goods to Russia, it­ 
self, dropping anchor at the Black 
Sea ports of Novorossisk in May 
J952. and Odessa in June 1952.

Canada, Britain and 
the United States. Kulkundis’ re­ 
cord is nearly as bad as Livanos’. 
For example, the United States 
still held a $310,700 mortgage on 
Kulkundis’ ship Hadiotis. formerly 
the St Jam es M Courts, while it 
was delivering contraband cargo 
to such iron curtain ports as Odes­ 
sa. Russia, in Ju ly 1950: Gdansk,

W ASHINGTON — The American 
system of free competition 
has 
been vindicated not only bv the 
removal of government controls 
but by the announcement that one 
large 
motorcar 
manufacturer, 
without regard to what its compe­ 
titors might do, has boldly reduced 
prices. 


For many years now the Ameri­ 
can people have had it dinned in 
their ears that American industry 
is controlled by trusts which fix 
prices and that a few large com­ 
panies. 
by dominating the 
field 
control the market for their pro­ 
ducts. Democrats have inveighed 
against what they called ‘oligo­ 
poly" and demagogues in trade- 
union forums have denounced large 
business as monopolistic. 


The 
demonstration 
which 
the 
Chrysler Corporation has just giv­ 
en 
effectively refutes any such 
argument. 
For tne announcement 
of a price decrease doe* not nec­ 
essarily mean that all companies 
will follow suit, though some of 
them may do sn. This would not 
be the first time that a price re­ 
duction by one manufacturer ha* 
been met with the statement by 
others that its own products were 
already low enough or in line with 
the market. 
Higher Prices Not Inevitable 
The significance of the Chrysler 
action is that the public generally 
has been asked to believe, ever 
since price controls were imposed 
a decade or more ago, that re­ 
moval of restrictions on price or 
output necessarily leads to higher 
prices to the consumer. Again and 
again the Democratic administra­ 
tions have insisted on retaining 
laws to continue price restrictions 
so as really to influence the course 
of the economy while opponents 
have argued for freedom from such 
restraints. 
Todav, as most of thg controls 
ire being lifted, there are some 
products and raw materials which 
have gone up slightly in price while 
others have come down. 
Some­ 
times price rises are necessary af­ 
ter controls are lifted so as to 
correct inequities in the cost pic­ 
ture which couldn't be cured under 
controls. 
But. in the long run, 
prices are brought down as effi­ 
ciency with new machinery makes 
quantity production less and less 
expensive. 
Obviously the Chrysler 
company thinks it can sell more 
cars at the lower prices than it did 
when output was limited by gov­ 
ernment control. 
But the true importance of the 
price reduction by the Chrysler 
Corporation is that it emphasizes 
the return of a supply-and-demand 
situation in America. 
Tht* is the 
healthiest sign that has appeared 
on the business horizon for many 
years. It is an application of the 


basic principle that no monopoly 
should be permitted to hold up the 
consumer by a concerted arrange­ 
ment of competitors to fix prices. 
Unfortunately, there are monopo­ 
listic factors that are not covered 
by law. 
Thus, a nation-wide bar­ 
gaining instrument in the form of 
a big labor union nowadays can, in 
effect, fix the price of important 
products by fixing the labor costs. 
The larger companies can absorb 
the extra expense, but the smaller 
ones often cannot. 
Yet they ar# 
expected to pay the same rates of 
wages as the bigger fellows. This 
results in forcing smaller com­ 
panies to beg the larger ones to 
take them over, and that's one way 
competition is cut down. 
The automobile industry 
is a 
sharply competitive industry and 
in its history manv large com­ 
panies have been built out of small­ 
er ones while still others have fall* 
en by the wayside. 
The entry 
of new rompe’itors has also been 
proved possible in the auto indus- 
trv notwithstanding the leadership 
of a few large companies. 
Th# 
Kaiser-Frazer 
Company 
entered 
the field in rerent year* and only 
this week purchased the Willys- 
Overland Company, thus making 
the combined operation larger and 
more efficient than either of th# 
predecessor companies had been 
before 
Some Support State Monopoly 
The argument for the capitalistic 
system 
namely, that it produce* 
good* at low cost to the consumer, 
pav* high wages, and gives individ­ 
ual initiative a chance to be re­ 
warded — * bitterly attacked not 
only 
by 
Communists 
here 
and 
abroad but by radicals in America 
and Socialists in Britain who argil# 
that a stat# monopoly is mor# de­ 
sirable than a privately owned ay#- 
tem. 
The effort to bring about a sv*- 
tem of public ownership of certain 
industries, which has succeeded ta 
part in Great Britain, ha* been for 
many decades sponsored by so­ 
called liberal and radical group* in 
America, too. Indeed a movement 
to take over the steel industry ha* 
had support inside the Democrats 
administration from officials who 
threatened that unless the steel 
companies increased their plant*, 
they might find the government do­ 
ing it for them. Steel capacity ha* 
been increased by the industry it­ 
self in the last few years under 
government pressure, but it re­ 
mains to be seen whether idl# 
plants built at high cost will plagu# 
the industry at it trie* to bring it* 
price* down when demand fall* 
off. 
There Is no effective substitute 
for a freely operated competitive 
economy.

McCarthy further hinted that he 
had heard ail about the Bohlen 
security file from his friend, the 
new Stale Department security of­ 
ficer. R. W. Scott Mci-eod. It seems 
to be established that McLeod was 
genuinely guilty, in this instance, 
of leaking some sort of poisonous 
story to McCarthy. 
Senator Taft has now supplied 
the appropriate commentary on the 
Bohlen security file. One of the

claimed that she had felt her "sixth 
sense" sending out alarm signals 
on the one brief occasion when she 
had taken dictation from Bohlen. 
Far from being inserted in a 
high officer's security file, this sort 
of sick-minded poison pen letter 
ought to have caused a security 
investigation of the writer. But as 
the'e reporters happen to be able 
to testify the method of compiling 
security files can be a bit odd. at 
times. 


Brother led Guerrilla* 


These reporters have a brother. 
John de Koven Alsop by name. 
who seems to them as good a 
security risk as you could wish. In 
wartime he was an OSS para­ 
chutist, jumping behind the enemy 
lines in both France and China. In 
China, he led an anti-Communist, 
anti-Japanese guerrilla group, and 
had a price put on the head of "the 
huge American with the mustache" 
by both .'Cts of enemies. 
In peacetime, he is a Connecti­ 
cut Republican—he served as vice 
chairman of the Connecticut Eisen­ 
hower movement before the last 
Republican convention. He was al­ 
ready a Republican member of the 
Connecticut Legislature when he 
agreed to apply for a temporary 
reserve civilian status in intelli­ 
gence work, some years ago. 
The application was refused, on 
security grounds. With great dif­ 
ficulty, the reasons were ascertain­ 
ed. They consisted of reports by 
two government security agents.

System Not Foolproof 


By shameless influence, brother 
John was cleared. By the sam# 
method, one of these reporter* nar­

prison camp. He wa* sternly ac­ 
cused of having joined the British 
army. 
S h a r p suspicion* w en 
aroused by his bewildered insis­ 
tence that he had been a member 
of General C. L. Chennault* "F ly ­ 
ing Tigers," which were markedly 
non-British. Actually, his brother 
and present partner had indeed 
joined a British infantry regiment, 
having been repeatedly rejected 
by all the American services on 
medical grounds, but this fact had 
not filtered through to the Japanese 
prison camp. 
I he day was barely saved, and 
the suspected one permitted to set 
foot on his native shores, by the 
intervention of a 
highly placed 
friend. Apparently a special gov­ 
ernment agent had found it impos­ 
sible to distinguish between two 
citizens of the same surname, in 
the extremely small town of Avon, 
Conn. 
Two such incidents in a single 
family at least suggest that the 
existing .security system is not fool­ 
proof. The letter from the steno­ 
grapher with the "sixth sense" fur­ 
ther suggests that in some respects 
the system is plain foolish. The 
F B I cannot properly be blamed. 
It does not do the whole job—it had 
no part in brother John's case—and 
it is ridiculously overburdened as 
a result of security-mania. Yet it 
is in order to consider some sen­ 
sible reform of the security system,

— A criticism of "complacen­ 


cy and lack of insight" at the 


Romney Schools for the Deaf and 


Blind was laid before the West 


Virginia Board of Education today. 


The criticism, with accompany­ 


ing recommendations for improve­ 


ment at the Romney schools, was 
Contained in a report made bv a 
three-member 
committee 
chosen 
by the Board to study the admin­ 
istration and operation of the insti­ 
tution. 
The board appointed the com­ 
mittee 
soon 
after allegations of 
"slavery" 
and 
a 
general 
"fear 
complex" 
were 
levelled 
at 
the 
Romney schools last year. 
Chief among the Romnev com­ 
mittee's criticisms were these: 
1. An unhealthy degree of com­ 
placency and lack of insight into 
the realities of the institution. 
2 The fact that the West V ir­ 
ginia school is next to the bottom 


minimum salaries, as revealed in 
a nation-wide survey. 


3. That teachers in both schools 
have, comparatively speaking, ex­ 
ceedingly little specific formal col­ 
lege preparation in special educa­ 
tion as it relates to the type of 
children they are teaching. 


On the credit side, among other 
things, the committee said it found 
that the policy of the school was 
not to inflict corporal punishment 
upon children.

game, 
w'hich farsighted parents are teach­ 
ing their children these days, is 
expected to cut greatly the tragic 
loss of life in fires in the home. 
Each year such fires kill more 
than 5.000 Americans — one-third 
3f them children under 14 — and 
thou.sands more are severely in­ 
jured. “ Play for Your Life” is 


designed to lower the fatalities 
and near fatalities to a bare mini­ 
mum.

Upon hear­ 
ing the alarm “ B’ire l” they im­ 
mediately grasp the handiest piece 
of cloth or clothing—a handker­ 
chief. pajama top, pillow case— 
and tie it over the nose and mouth. 
If the material can be wet, it will 
work more effectively. 
Next, the players slide over the 
iside of the bed. crawl along the 
floor and head to a window. Upon 


I reaching it. the children open it 
quickly, put their heads out and 
thus get away from the “ suffocat­ 
ing smoke.” 
“ Blind M an’s Buff” can be com­ 


bined with “ Abandon Ship” effec-; 
lively. This latter game teaches 
youngsters the most important rule 
for living through a fire—get away 
from it! 
The stage for this is set by study­ 
ing the “ exits” in each bearoom. 
Methods of getting out of the house 
without using the stairs can be de­ 
vised. tin many fires, rising smoke 
and flames often make stairways 
unusable.) If a window opens on a 
fKirch or breczeway, or the roof of 
a 
garage, it gives the child a 
chance to get outside the house 
where rescue can be effected. 
When exits have been assigned to 
each member of the family, one 
of the parents gives the alarm and 
the youngsters then run to their 
positions. If they are slow in reach­ 
ing these posts, the game should 
be played a number of times to 
speed up the trial runs. 
Quite a number of youngsters’ 
clothing takes fire at home. The 
best defense against severe burns 
and possible death is to roll the 
child in a rug or blanket. “ Bug in a 
Rug” trains children what to do 
in such an emergency.

House Approves Curb 
On D. C. “Bottle Clubs” 


W ASHINGTON. March 26 UP) — 
The House yesterday passed by 
voice vote a bill aimed at closing 
late-hour “ bottle clubs” in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia.
